PHILIP  PIPKIN  -  A  TENNESSEE  MILITIAMAN 
By  Lt  Col  William  Philip  Pipkin 


SECTION  I  -  EARLY  MILITIA  SERVICE 

Ae  a  young  boy  I  used  to  gaze  with  awe  at  tho  ivory  handlod  saber  that  hung 
over  the  mantle  of  tho  fireplace  at  our  homo*  I  was  told  that  this  eaber  belong¬ 
ed  to  Colonel  Philip  Pipkinf  ny  groat  groat  grandfather,  who  fought  with  Andy 
Jackson  in  tho  War  of  1812*  In  rosearching  the  military  aorvice  of  my  ancestor 
I  have  become  enbroilod  with  tho  Tonnoasoe  militia* a  participation  in  one  of  tho 
most  interesting  periods  of  American  History* 

Tho  story  of  tho  Tennessee  militia  would  bo  oxtrenoly  difficult  to  write,  for 
it  is  not  a  continuous  story  of  ono  unit,  but  a  story  of  many  units  vifch  many  lead¬ 
ing  characters  such  as  General  John  oovior.  General  John  Robertson  and  of  course 
General  Andrew  Japkson  and  his  two  constant  liou tenants, Generals  John  Coffoo  and 
William  Carroll*  The  individuals  and  units  of  tho  Tennessee  militia  wore  constant¬ 
ly  alerted  for  militia  duty  in  tho  local  area,  and  of ton  called  to  voluntoor  for 
60  days,  three  months,  six  months  and  sometimes  for  ono  year  duty  in  tho  service 
of  tho  United  States* 

One  of  those  militiamen  whoso  love  of  country  and  ardent  support  of  his  leader 
Andrew  Jackson,  helped  mako  the  Tonncssoe  militia  the  oarly  1800*s,  tho  most 
responsive  and  finest  body  of  fighting  men  in  the  United  States,  was  Fhilip  Pipkin* 
This  is  his  military  story  and  a  stiry  of  part  of  tho  Tennessee  militia  in  which 
he  served  from  1790  until  tho  late  1810* a, 

Philip  Pipkin  was  born  24  December  1770  in  Pitt  County  North  Carolina,  tho  son 
of  Phillip  Pipkin*  Phillip,  tho  father,  was  ono  of  tho  signers  of  tho  "Proceedings 
of  the  Safety  Committee  in  Pitt  County" ,  at  Martinborough  on  2^  August  177^»  In 
which  the  signors  swore  to,  "»**maintain  and  support  all  and  ovory  tho  acts  reso¬ 
lutions  and  regulations  of  tho  said  Continental  and  provincial  Congresses  to  the 
utmost  of  our  powor  and  abilities*  B  (1)  The  family  legends  are  that  Philip,  the 
son,  migrated  to  Nashvillo  in  tho  fall  of  1790*  Vie  do  know  that  ho  was  in  Nash— 
villo  on  8  October  1792  when  ho  narriod  Margaret  Brown*  (2)  Aftor  Margaret's 
death  about  1808,  Philip  was  married  a  second  time,  11  October  1810,  to  Susannah 
Morris,  the  daughter  of  Lester  and  Francos  Brown  Morris  of  Giles  County  Tonnessoe* 
(5)  Francos  Brown  Morris  was  an  Aunt  of  a  later  Governor  of  Tonnessoe,  Aaron  Vail 
Brown*  Tho  Pipkin  family  lived  on  Richland  Crook  in  tho  Nashvillo  community  whore 
he  was  a  planter*  In  the  fall  of  18^0  tho  Pipkin  family  moved  to  St  LouisCounty 
Missouri  whero  Philip  died  on  10  August  1841* 

Tho  Tonnessoe  militia  was  well  organized  when  Philip  Pipkin  arrived  in  tho 
Territory*  It  was  composed  of  all  the  malo  inhabitants  of  tho  ago  of  1 6  and  over* 
Each  militiaman  furnished  his  own  weapon,  ammunition,  horse  and  uniform.  Each 
company  elected  its  officers  and  the  field  officers  (majors,  lioutonant  colonel  and 
colonels)  of  the  regiments*  The  fiold  officers  of  tho  regimonts  elected  the  brig¬ 
adier  general,  brigade  connandor*  The  fiold  officers  of  tho  regiment  and  the  brig¬ 
adier  generals  olocted  the  major  general  division  commander*  a  truly  democratic 
army  and  unlike  any  military  organization  wo  have  today* 

Assuming  ho  wont  the  most  direct  route  to  the  Cumberland  settlement,  Philip 
Pipkin  had  his  first  introduction  to  tho  Tennessee  militia  on  his  travels  from 
Jonosboro  to  Nashville*  The  road  through  tho  Cumberland  Mountains  had  boon  opened 

on

as  Philip  was  over  16  years  of  ago,  he  bocane  liable  f«  nl 

non  of  tho  Tennessee  frontier  to  bo  ongagod  m  war  or  its  proper  ti 
daily  fact  of  lifo, 
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north  to  south  not  to  exceed  25  riles.  Ihe  population  was  cstinatod  at  five 
thousand,  (5) 

The  Indians  were  resisting  this  nigration  and  during  the :  year. .  of  1780  to 
1704  a  settlor  was  killed  by  Indians  within  5  to  7  niloa  of  Nashville  on  an  var  g 
-f9ono  oach  ten  days.  (6)  But  tho  throat  of  Indians  did  not  stop  tho  onigrants 
for  nrnv  of  thon  wore  North  Carolina's  Revolutionary  war  veterans  who  were  chain¬ 
ing  thc^grants  of  land  that  had  boon  given  thon  as  part  of  tho  pay  f or  t-hoi 
sSvicc.  (7)  Those  veterans  and  the  foruor  soldiers  who  proceeded  thon  into  Tenn¬ 
essee  nade  up  tho  early  officor  corps  of  tho  Tonnossoo  mlitia. 

In  1795,  the  Tennessee  nilitia  was  organized  into  two  brig^08*  an.°a°ternA. 
and  a  western,  and  coincided  with  tho  district  organization  of  the  territory.  At 
the  tine  of  statehood,  1796,  the  Tennessee  nilitia  was  reerga  naodinto  three 
brigades,  which  again  agreed  with  a  district  organization  of  the  ^ate.  The 
nilitia  in  each  county  usually  forned  an  infantry  reginent,  and  the  reginents  in 
each  district  forned  a  brigade.  In  addition  to  the  infantry  reginents,  each 
brigade  had  a  cavalry  reginent.  In  1796,  the  three  brigades  forned  one  division. 

I  an  sure  that  Philip  Fipkin  served  as  a  private  and  as  a  nonconniseioned 
officer  L  the  Tennessee  klitia  during  the  period  of  1790  to  1798.  Few  nsn  with- 
out  prior  nilitary  service  wore  elected  to  connand.  It  was  only  after  they  had 
f ir a  tT  proven  therLlves  as  loaders  that  the  non  would  elevate  than  to  positions  of 
authority.  Thus  Philip  rust  have  provon  hinself  m  the  Nashville  co  nunity  or  n 
the  Tonnosaeo  nilitia  for  I  can  find  no  record  of  prior  nilitary  service. 

Philip  Pipkin's  nano  is  recorded  twice  in  the  nanuscript  voluno,  "The  Con- 
niS3ion  Book,  17 96- 1600 " .  This  document  lists  tho  nanos  of  the  officers  ton  or 
comissions  in  the  Tonnossoo  nilitia  during  this  poriod.  Davidson  c^nty  fu™iah0 
the  First  and  Second  reginents  of  Infantry  and  the  Cavalry  reginent  for  the  noro 
district.  The  nilitia  conpanies  would  hold  an  annual  nuster  at  which  tiuo  th  y 
would  elect  their  officora  and  thon  roport  thon  to  tho  governor  who  woul  *8SU° 
comissions.  The  date  of  tho  olocti  ns  I  do  not  have,  but  Philip  ^P^  was  con- 
nissioned  a  Lieutenant  on  17  Decenber  1798,  and  Captain  on  12  Novonbor  MOO.  Both 
comissions  were  in  tho  First  Reginent  and  were  issued  by  Governor  John  Sevior.(6) 

Tho  Tennessee  nilitia  was  reorganized  under  tho  nilitia  act  of  5  Novoubor 
1805,  which  authorized  two  divisions  of  nilitia,  oach  to  bo  cornandod  by  a  najor 
general.  The  Second  Division  was  nado  up  of  tho  eleven  counties  in  west  Tennessee. 
(9)  Each  nilitia  division  was  further  organized  into  bngac.es . 
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The  Tenneeeee  nilitia  was  alerted  tine  and  tine  again  whan  it' appeared  that 
the  settlenente  were  in  danger  of  Indian  attacks.  The  a  arts  °adi"ese  wbuli 

false  alarna.  but  at  tines  the  Indiana  being  aware  theatate  of 
call  off  their  raid  or  raid  Sone  other  settlenent.  At  other  tinea  tfte  conn  nao 
woild  have  their  unite  assenble  at  a  given  location  and  then  pursue  the  raiding 

party  into  the  Indian  villages* 

I  do  not  know  the  date  Ihilip  Hpkin  was  a  looted,  nor  *  !?^eln 

the  Tennessee  nilitia,  for  the  oo.msaion  books  for  the  period  1801  to  1807  wer 
loet  (8).  That  he  was  a  Major  is  borne  out  by  an  article  published  17  Janu  *7 
t An7  +ViA  Nnahville.  Impartial  Roviow  and  Cumberland  Repository.  The  events 
Saw  UP  to  thl  artLlePwere  that  on  2  January  1607,  Andrew -Jatks on  as  division 
connandorPof  the  Second  Division  of  Tennessee  Militia, had  called  out  12  conpanies 
of  volunteers.  The  conpanies  to  assenble  at  Nashville  and  await  general  Jackson 
orders  should  it  be  necessary  to  go  into  Louisiana  after  former 

Aaron  Burr*  It  was  runorod  that  Colonel  Burr  was  assenb lying  a  force  in  Louisiana 
to  overthrow  the  government.  Andy  Jackson,  as  patriotic  asever,  was  determined 
to  stop  this  force  if  it  existed.  Tho  rumor  proved  false,  undrew  Jackson  appeared 
before  the  assembled  volunteers  on  10  January,  nade  then  a  stirring  patriotic 
speech  and  dismissed  then.  Kis  speech  was  such  that  tho  officers  of  this  forco 
put  this  article  in  the  paper  the  following  week* 

flBy  the  particular  request  of  some  of  the  members  ot  the 
'Corps  of  Invincible  Grays1,  and  the  earnest  solicitations 
of  Major  Boyd,  commanding  the  battalion  from  the  5th  bn 
gade  of  volunteors.  Major  Pipkin,  and  sundry  other  officers, 
the  Major  General  is  induced  to  suffer  his  address  to  the 
officers  and  soldiers  on  the  10th  inst.  to  be  laid  beforo 
the  public.  The  former  are  happy  to  say  that  tho  sentiments 
therein  contained,  neot  their  entire  approbation  and  pledge 
themselves  to  support  then.” 

Philip  Pipkin  was  eloctcd  Lieutenant  Colonel,  Commandant  and  P.  G.  Bradford 
was  elected  first  major  and  Robert  Johnston  2d  major  of  the  l9th  regent  (David¬ 
son  County)  at  the  election  of  officers  held  on  25~24  December  1810  (lO)  and 

their  commissions  were  issued  by  the  governor  on  17  Jai™ary  : 1811  L/tha 

mean  to  infer  that  Philip  Pipkin  was  an  active  officer  in  the  nilitia  from  th 
time  he  made  Lieutenant  in  1798  until  1811.  This  is  not  the  case.  It  appears 
that  some  of  the  officers  would  be  elected  for  one  year  and  then  £°t  atan  f 
reelection  the  next.  However,  it  seems  that  their  seniority  would  date  from  th 
original  election  if  and  when  they  were  later  added  to  the  active  militia  list. 

This  is  borne  out  by  tho  absence  of  Philip  Pipkin’s  name  in  tho  list  of  commissions 
for  the  years  1807  to  1810,  and  1812  to  1815.  Tho  absence  of  his  name  in  the  list 
of  cor, missions  during  the  period  1815  to  1615  is  very  interesting,  when  you  con¬ 
sider  that  he  had  two  periods  of  active  military  service  as  an  officer  in  the 
Tennessee  militia  in  tho  eorvice  of  tho  United  States,  the  c.  stalls  of  which 
will  provide  later  in  this  story. 

During  tho  early  part  of  tho  Creek  'Jar  and  tho  War  of  1812  as  fought  in  the 
southern  part  of  tho  United  States,  the  general  government  placed  requirements  on 
tho  states  to  furnish  troops  to  outfit  a  force  to  meet  those  emergencies.  ho 
governors  were  authorized  to  fill  their  quotas  by  accepting  volunteers  or  by  call¬ 
ing  up  the  necessary  number  of  nilitia  units.  Tennessee  fillec  the  majority  of 
its  quotas  with  volunteers.  If  a  unit  was  called  then  tho  elected  officers  would 
accompany  it,  however  in  the  case  of  providing  officers  for  volunteers  tho  elect¬ 
ion  procedure  was  usually  followed  after  tho  men  were  assembled.  Governor ^Blount 
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wanted  to  continue  this  practice.  General  Jackeon  wanted  the  commanders  to  bo  per- 
nitted  to  aoloct  tho  field  officers  under  hin.  This  would  pornit  tho  commander  to 
seloct  those,  "capable  of  command  -  who  will  fight  and  roduce  their  soldiers  to 
strict  obedience"  (12).  Actually  both  systens  were  used.  Unless  the  order  which 
nustered  the  troops  specified  that  they  wore  to  have  the  right  to  select  their 
officers,  tho  officers  (  particularly  tho  field  and  staff)  were  appointed  from  a 
roster.  This  roster  was  naintainod  by  seniority  and  by  whether  or  not  the  indi*» 
Vidual  had  served-  a  tour  of  duty. 

The  Tennessee  nilitia  was  not  just  a  group  of  frontiorsnen  getting  together 
to  go  fight  a  common  energy,  the  Indian.  Tho  nilitia  was  an  organized  force  of 
trained  part  tine  soldiers  that  were  frequently  tested  in  actual  conbat  with  raid¬ 
ing  Indians,  and  those  in  General  Jackson's  division  were  additionally  given  mil¬ 
itary  instruction.  The  intensiveness  of  this  training  effort  is  borne  out  by  two 
notices  published  in  tho  '  Democratic  Clarion  and  Tennessee  Gazette.  The  first 
notice  in  the  issue  of  51  March  1812  read:, 

"MILITARY  INSTRUCTOR"  For  the  use  of  tho  Tonnosseo  nilitia 
nay  be  had  at  the  Clarion  office.  Colonels  ©f ’regiments  will 
oblige  the  editor  by  calling  for  copies  they  are  entitled  to." 

Tho  second  notice  published  19  May  1815 ,  read: 

"MILITARY  EXERCISE"  The  officers  of  the  19th  and  20th  reg¬ 
iments  of  nilitia,  and  such  other  persons  as  choose  to  attend 
are  invited  to  parade  in  Nashville  on  the  Jd  Thursday  of  June 
next,  to  be  drilled.  This  is  considered  as  a  voluntary  thing 
on  all  sides,  but  it  is  hoped  the  officers  especially  will  ba 
punctual  in  their  attendance.  The  tines  are  such  as to  require 
great  attention  to  military  subjects,  to  qualify  tho  officers..." 

The  military  tactics  used  by  General  Jackson  in  destroying  the  Indian  villages 
snd  the  specific  orders  he  issued  as  to  how  the  troops  wore  to  react  to  certain 
typos  of  attack  are  evidence  of  his  study  of  the  art  of  war.  A  good  example  of  his 
tactics  as  reported  in  a  dispatch  following  the  action  of  9  Novonber  1815  at  tho 
Indian  village  of  Talladega,  tfhilo  it  is  chronologically  out  of  order,  it  is  worth 
telling  at  this  tine: 

"I  moved  on  in  Battle  order.  The  Infantry  were  in  three  lines  — 
the  nilitia  on  tho  left,  and  tho  volunteers  on  tho  right.  The 
cavalry  formed  tho  two  extreme  wings,  and  were  ordered  to  advance 
in  a  curve,  keeping  their  rear  connected  with  the  advanco  of 
the  Infantry  lines,  and  enclose  the  onony  in  a  circle.  The  ad¬ 
vanco  gurd ,  whom  I  sent  forward  to  bring  on  tho  engagement,  net 
the  attack  of  tho  enemy  with  groat  intrepidity;  and  having  pour¬ 
ed  upon  then  four  or  five  very  galling  rounds,  fell  back,  as  they 
had  been  previously  ordered,  to  tho  main  army.  The  enemy  pursued 
and  tho  front  linos  was  now  ordored  to  advanco  and  moot  him...  "($) 

Tho  cavalry  in  reserve  would  then  be  ordored  to  close  tho  circle  and  tho -destruct¬ 
ion  of  tho  enemy  would  begin. 

In  1812  General  Jackson  prescribed  tho  uniform  to  be,  "Dark  Blue  or  brown  of 
homespun  or  not,  at  the  election  of  the  wearer;  hunting  shirts  or  coats,  at  tho  op¬ 
tion  of  the  different  companies,  with  pantaloonsand  with  dark-colored  socks...  the 
field  officers  will  wear  tho  uniform  which  is  prescrivod  for  officers  of  the  samo 
grade  in  tho  army  of  tho  United  States.  Company  officers  will  conform  to  tho  same 
regulations,  if  convenient;  othorwise,  they  will  conform  to  tho  uniform  of  their 
companies."  (l4)

S ACTION  II  -  CAPTAIN  PHILIP  PIPKIN* S  COMPANY  OF  MOUNTED  RIFLEMEN  HI  THE  SERVICE  OF 
THE  UNITED  STATES  IN  FIRST  REGIMENT  OF  MOUNTED  GUNMEN,  TENNESSEE  MILJTIA, 
COMMANDED  BY  COLONEL  NICHOLAS  T.  PERKINS,  19  DEC  1815>  to  8  FEB  1814. 

On  Tuesday  14  September  1815,  the  Clarion  and  the  Tennessee  State  Gazette, 
carried  the  following  article:  ^ 

**  POSTSCRIPT  -  IMPORTANT  INTELLIGENCE 
"An  express  arrived  on  Sunday  last  to  hia  excellency  Governor 
Blount  from  Fort  St.  Stephens,  bringing  certain  information  of 
the  dreadful  slaughter  of  several  hundred  of  our  fellow  citizens 
by  the  Creek  Indians. ••  On  the  50  th  of  August  about  750  savages 
attacked  Fort  Me a ms ,  a  stockaded  fort  about  10  miles  above  Fort 
Stoddart  and  J5  below  Fort  St.  Stephens,  defended  by  about  175 
fighting  men,  in  which  were  120  or  150  women  and  children.. • 

Every  soul  of  the  whites  perished  except  8,  and  of  the  Indians 
about  200  were  killed... 

"The  inhabitants  of  the  Mobile  country  have  abandoned  their 
dwellings  and  retreated  to  the  forts ...  Aid  is  solicited  from 
our  states." 

The  reaction  of  the  citizens  of  Nashville  to  this  news  was  immediate  and 
effective.  With  their  usual  patriotic  fervor  a  meeting  was  called  for  the  18th  of 
September.  The  21  September  1815  issue  of  the  Clarion  reported  the  meeting  thusly: 

"Agreeable  to  a  notice,  a  meeting  took  place  in  Nashville, 
on  the  18th  of  September  composed  of  a  numerous  collection  of 
reputable  citizens  from  the  different  counties, 

"The  Rev.  Mr.  Craighead  was  conducted  to  tho  chair  as  Pres¬ 
ident  &  W.  L,  Hannum  was  appointed  Secretary.  The  President  in 
an  eloquent  and  impressive  speech  informed  the  meeting  of  the 
object  for  which  thoy  were  convonod,  viz.  To  divisa  means  where-* 
by  somo  speedy  and  effectual  aid  should  bo  afforded  to  the  cit¬ 
izens  of  tho  Mississippi  Territory,  on  tho  Mobile  and  who  are 
unable  to  arrest  the  hand  of  the  relentless  savages. 

"On  notion,  a  committee  was  appointed  of  tho  following  gent— 
lonen,  to  take  into  consideration  of  the  object  of  tho  meeting, 
and  report  thereon,  viz*  Gen.  Thomas  Johnson,  Gen.  V/m.  Hall,  Col. 

John  Coffeo,  Col  John  Alcorn,  Col  R.  V/eakley,  John  Childross,  Capt 
Frederick  Stump,  R.  S.  Hall,  Hobt.  Searcy,  Capt  The.  Williamson, 

W.  L,  Hannum,  Col  Wn.  Martin,  Janes  Trimble,  Col  Wn.  M*  Thompson, 

Col  Richard  C.  Napier,  and  Col  Philip  Pipkin. 

"The  meeting  then  adjournod  until  this  morning,  Sunday  19th 
Sept.  1815,  at  which  time  tho  comittoo  mado  tho  following  report, 

Which  was  road  and  unanimously  adopted. 

"Your  committee  bog  leave  to  report...  that  wo  aro  informed  of 
the  eminent  peril  of  our  bretharn  on  the  Mobile ...  have  communed 
with  the  governor  of  this  state  and  with  General  Jackson;  and  have 
tho  satisfaction  to  learn,  that  Gen.  Jackson  will  immediately  issue 
an  order  to  convene  tho  rogiment  of  Cavalry  commanded  by  Col.  John 
Coffee ,  to  meet  at  Nashville  on  tho  24th  inst.  at  which  tine  they 
will...  be  ordered  immediately  to  march  to  tho  settlements  on  the 
mobile . . • 

"The  committee  have  tho  satisfaction  of  informing  the  mooting 
&  thoir  follow  citizons  that  tho  oxocutivo  of  this  state  will 
issue  immediate  orders  for  calling  into  sorvico  1500  militia  of 
this  state,  to  march  against  the  Creek  Nation,  by  virtue  of  an 
order  from  the  General  Government...  (  continuad  next  page) 
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*  *2ho  coanittoo  are  impressed  with  the  importance  of 

carrying  the  war  home  to  the  enemy*.,  And  would,  therefore, 
recommend  to  the  people,  and  to  the  general  assembly  of  thie 
state,  now  about  to  be  in  session,  that  measurers  be  adopted 
to  procure  an  additional  force,  under  the  authority'  of  the 
state,  sufficient  to  make  the  whole  force  to  be  marched  from 
Tennessee  amount  to  5,000  men...” 

The  results  of  the  meeting  was  that  on  2 6  September,  Col  John  Coffee  and  500 
men  moved  south  to  Hunstville.  General  Jackson  and  about  5500  men  joined  Col 
Coffee  at  Hunfcsvillo  on  11  October,  On  5  November  1615,  the  entire  force  surround¬ 
ed  and  destroyed  the  Indian  village  of  Tal lusha tehee ,  killing  all  the  men  and  capt¬ 
uring  the  women  and  children,  ®n  9  November,  the  force  surrounded  the  1000  hostile 
Creeks  that  had  the  friendly  Indian  village  of  Talladega  under  seige.  With  the 
intention  of  destroying  the  hostile  General  Jackson  pushed  forward  his  attack,  but 
due  to  the  lack  of  vigor  on  the  part  of  one  unit,  700  Indians  broke  through  a  gap 
in  the  circle  and  escaped.  Because  of  the  poor  condition  of  his  men,  the  lack  of 
provisions  for  a  prolonged  campaign  and  the  fact  that  only  wounded  men  wore  hold¬ 
ing  the  fort,  he  returned  to  Fort  Strother,  General  Jackson’s  force  had  volunteered 
for  the  usual  three  months  and  this  expiration  date  was  at  hand.  To  fill  out  his 
dwendling  troops.  General  ^ackson  sent  Generals  Coffee  and  Cocke,  and  Colonel  Wn, 
Carroll  to  Tennessee  to  enlist  volunteers,  preferably  for  a  six  nonthBporiod  (15), 

Philip  Pipkin  was  not  a  participant  in  the  force  th&t  served  during  the  action 
just  mentioned,  but  his  son  Thomas  B,  Pipkin  was  (1st  Lt  in  Capt  Daniel  Ross  Co.). 
However  I  do  not  think  you  would  have  fully  understood  why  Philip,  a  Lieutenant 
Colonel  in  the  Tennessee  Militia  would  accept  a  lower  rank,  that  of  Captain,  if  you 
had  not  known  that,  first  he  was  a  member  of  the  committee  that  recommended  carry¬ 
ing  the  war  to  the  enemy,  and  socond  his  division  commander,  General  Jackson  was  in 
dire  need  of  troops  and  seasoned  Officers,  Colonel  N.  T.  Perkins  picks  up  the  story 
of  the  situation  in  an  article  published  in  the  Clarion  on  15  March  18l4r 

"About  the  latter  end  of  Nov,  last,  several  letters  were  received 
by  respectable  characters  from  Gen,  Jackson,  giving  a  distress¬ 
ing  picture  of  the  state  of  his  army  -  that  they  were  restless 
and  discontented,  and  about  to  abandon  the  campa-ign  with  disgrace 
&  leave  him  and  the  frontiers  in  a  defenceless  situation;  and 
requdsting  that  volunteers  should  be  instantly  raised,  to  remedy 
the  evil.  Public  addresses  were  also  written  by  Col  CarrolL  and 
Major  Soarcy,  two  of  tho  General's  staff  officers;  respecting 
tho  necessity  of  the  case,  and  the  wishes  of  the  General,  The 
request  was  for  mounted  men,  and  sixty  days  named  as  the  tern 
of  service  -  under  officers  of  their  own  choice  -  and  narch  on 
to  Hoad  Quarters  and  there  to  be  mustered  into  service. ,,  A 
number  of  respectable  citizens  whoso  age  and  situation  would 
have  exempted  them  from  military  duty,  desirous  of  saving  the 
campaign  from  breaking  up,  and  tho  frontiers  from  being  assuaged 
with  blood,  instantly  stepped  forward  and  gave  an  impulse  to 
the  public  feelings  -  and  in  a  few  days,  between  7  and  800  men 
were  ready  for  the  field.  As  the  request  was  urgent,  every 
possible  exertion  was  made;  and  though  they  had  to  set  out  in  a 
very  heavy  fall  of  snow;  they  mot  in  the  neighborhood  of  Hunts¬ 
ville  on  the  25d,  24th  and  25th  of  December,  expecting  to  pro¬ 
ceed  immediately  to  Fort  Strother.  -  But  having  been  detained 
longer  than  was  expected  they  went  into  the  choice  of  Field 
officers. • 
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A  nor*  patriotic  group  of  volunteers  novor  existed*  These  Tennesseans  left 
their  families  and  warn  hearths  a  few  days  before  Christmas,  during  a  blinding 
snow  atom,  with  many  of  the  officers  at  ranks  far  below  that  which  they  were 
accustomed  to  serve*  Howovor,  ovon  this  was  not  their  greatest  sacrifioe*  The 
14  January  1814  issue  of  the  Clarion  reported: 

*•*•  The  nen  who  volunteered  for  sixty  days  under  Colonel 
Carroll's  orders  have  boon  accepted,  on  the  condition  that 
the  individuals  risk  boing  paid  by  the  government,  as  the 
general  thinks  it  doubtful  whether  they  will  bo  paid*.** 

After  the  two  assembled  regiments  had  elocted  their  field  officers,  Colonel 
N*  T*  Perkins  as  commander  of  the  1st  Regiment,  and  Colonel  tfm*  Y.  Higgins  as  the 
commander  of  the  2d  regiment  were  handed  an  order  from  Brigadier  General  John 
Coffee  to  the  effect  that  he  was  assuming  command  of  the  brigado  of  two  regiments* 
On  6  January  1814  at  Camp  Carroll  just  outsido  Huntsville  (now  Alabama),  the  off¬ 
icers  of  the  two  regiments  respectfully  signed  a  petition  which  notified  General 
Coffee  that  they  did  not  desire  to  servo  under  his  command,  but  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  Carroll  until  they  could  bo  turned  ovor  to  Goneral  Jackson*  The  pe¬ 
tition  apparently  was  honored  for  tho  two  reginonts  started  their  march  to  Fort 
Strother  soon  after  and  Goneral  Coffeo  was  not  in  command  ( 16 ) • 

A  duplicate  of  General  Jackson’s  dispatch  of  28  January  1814  from  his  head¬ 
quarters  at  Fort  Strother  to  Maj  Gen  Thomas  Pinckney  was  printed  in  the  Clarion 
of  February  8,  1814  and  was  as  follows: 

*•••  of  an  excursion  I  contemplated  making  still  farthor  into 
the  enemy's  country,  with  the  new  raised  volunteers  from  Tenn¬ 
essee  —  I  had  ordered  those  troops  to  form  a  junction  with  no 
on  the  10th  inat*  but  they  did  not  arrive  until  the  l^th*  Their 
number  including  officers,  was  about  800;  and  on  tho  15th  I 
narchod  them  across  the  river  to  graso  their  horses  -  On  the 
next  day  I  followed  with  tho  remainder  of  my  force,  consisting 
of  tho  artillery  company,  with  one  six  pounder;  one  company  of 
Infantry  of  forty  eight  men;  two  companies  of  spies,  commanded 
by  Capt  Gordon  and  Russell  of  about  JO  each,  and  a  company  of 
voluntoer  officers,  headed  by  Gen  Coffeo,  who  had  boen  abandoned 
by  their  men,  and  who  still  renainod  in  tho  fiold  awaiting  the 
orders  of  the  government;  making  my  force  exclusive  of  Indians 
about  950* 

*Tho  motive  which  influenced  no  to  penetrate  still  further 
into  tho  oneny’s  country,  with  this  force  woro  many  and  urgent  - 
Tho  tine  of  sorvice  of  tho  now  raised  volunteers  was  short,  and 
a  considerable  part  of  it  had  expired  -  they  wore  expensive  to 
tho  government,  and  wore  full  of  ardor  to  moot  the  enemy  —  the 
ill  effects  of  keeping  soldiors  of  this  description  long  station¬ 
ary  and  idle  -  I  had  been  made  to  feel,  but  too  sensibly  already  — 
other  causos  concurred  to  make  such  a  movement  not  only  justi¬ 
fiable,  but  absolutely  nocossary.*. 

”...  I  took  up  the  lino  of  march  on  tho  17th  inst*  and  on 
tho  night  of  tho  18th  encamped  at  Talledega  fort,  whero  I  was 
joined  by  between  2  and  J00  friendly  Indians**.  On  tho  morning 
of  tho  20th..*  reached..,  tho  Hillabee  crook,  and  on  that  night 
I  encamped  at  Enstackopee,  one  of  the  Rillabeo  villages  about  12 
milos  from  Enuckfaw  —  Hero  I  began  to  perceive  very  clearly,  how 
little  knowledge  ny  spies  had  of  the  country,  of  tho  situation  of 
tho  enemy,  or  of  tho  distances  I  was  from  them.  (Continued  next  page) 
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“The  insubordination  of  the  new  troops,  and  the  want  of  skill 
in  noet  of  their  officers,  also  became  more  and  more  apparent* 

But  their  ardor  to  neob  the  enemy  was  not  diminished,  and  Iliad 
a  firm  reliance  upon  the  guards,  the  company  of  old  volunteer 
officers,  &  upon  the  spies. •• 

" On  the  morning  of  the  21st  I  marched  from  Enotachopee,  as 
direct  as  I  could  for  the  bend  of  the  Tallapoosee;  and  about  2 
p.m*  my  spies  having  discovered  2  of  the  enemy  endeavored  to 
overtake  then  but  failed.  In  the  evening  I  fell  in  upon  a 
large  trail  which  led  to  a  new  road,  much  beaten  and  lately 
traveled  —  Knowing  that  I  must  arrive  within  the  neighborhood 
of  a  strong  force,  and  it  being  late  in  the  day,  I  determined 

to  encamp  and  reconnitre  the  country  in  the  night.  I  chose  the 
best  site  thecountry  would  admit,  and  encamped  in  a  hollow 

square  -  sot  out  spies  and  pickets  —  doubled  my  sentinels,  and 
made  the  necessary  arrangements  before  dark,  for  a  night  attack* 

About  10  Si’ clock  at  night  ono  of  the  pickets  fired  at  5  of  the 
enemy  and  killed  one,  but  ho  was  not  found  until  the  next  day. 

At  11  o’clock  the  spies  whom  I  had  sent  out  returned  with  the 
information  that  there  was  a  large  encampment  of  Indians  at  the 
distance  of  about  three  miles,  who'from  their  whooping  and  danc¬ 
ing  seemed  to  be  apprised  of  our  approach,  Oneof  the  spies  an 
Indian  in  whom  I  had  great  confidence,  assured  me  that  they  were 
carrying  off  their  women  and. children  and  that  the  warriors 
would  either  make  their  escape  or  attack  me  before  day.  Being 
prepared  at  all  points,  nothing  remained  to  be  done  but  to  await 
their  approaoh  if  they  meditated  an  attack  or  to  be  in  readiness 
if  they  did  not  pursue  and  attack  then  at  day  light.  While  we 
were  in  this  statoof  readiness,  the  enemy  about  6  o’clock  in  the 
morning  commenced  a  vigorous  attack  on  my  left  flank,  which  was 
as  vigorously  met, 

”Tho  action  continued  to  range  on  my  left  flank,  and  on  the 
loft  of  my  rear  for  about  an  hour.  The  brave  Gen*  Coffee,  with 
Col,  Sittler  the  adjutant  general  and  Col,  Carroll  the  inspector 
general  -  the  moment  the  firing  commenced,  mounted  their  horses 
and  repaired  to  the  lines  encouraging  and  animating  the  men  to 
the  performance  of  their  duty,  so  soon  as  it  became  light  enough 
to  pursue,  the  left  wing  having  sustained  the  heat  of  the  action 
and  being  somewhat  weakened  was  reinforced  by  Capt  Terrils  con*- 
pany  of  infantry  and  was  ordered  and  led  on  the  charge  by  Gen, 

Coffee,  who  was  well  supported  by  Col*  Higgins  and  the  inspector 
general,  and  by  all  the  officers  and  privates  composing  that  line  — 

«-  the  enemy  was  completely  routed  at  evorypoint,  and  the  friendly 
Indians  joining  in  the  pursuit,  they  were  chased  about  two  miles 
with  considerable  loss,” 

This  attack  was  launched  against  that  portion  of  the  hollow  square  that  was 
defended  by  Colonel  Higgins1  2d  regiment  and  the  heaviest  losses  were  sustained  by 
the  company  commanded,  by  Captain  John  Kill,  In  this  ono  company  Captain  Hill  and 
three  others  were  killed  and  ten  men  were  wounded.  The  total  losses  of  the  force 
was  9  killed  and  55  wounded  of  which  two  later  died.  In  Colonel  Perkins’  regiment 
only  two  men  were  wounded  and  neither  of  these  wore  in  Capt  Philip  Pipkin's  com¬ 
pany*  One  was  Sergeant  Thomas  Reynolds  of  Capt  Matthew  Johnston’s  company  and  the 
other  was  Ardy  Bennett  a  member  of  Captain  William  Doak’s  company  (17), 

General  Jackson's  disptach  of  28  January  continues  with  the  storys 
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"The  chase  being  over,  X  immediately  detached  Gen*  Coffee 
with  four  hundred  men  and  all  the  Indian  force  to  burn  their 
encampment,  to  attack  it  until  the  artillery  could  be  sent  for¬ 
ward  to  reduce  it*  On  viewing  the  encampment,  and  its  strength 
the  general  thought  it  moat  prudent  to  return  to  ny  encampment, 
and  guard  the  artillery  thero*  The  wisdom  of  this  step  was  soon 
discovered.  In  half  an  hour  after  their  return  to  camp,  a  con¬ 
siderable  body  of  the  enemy  made  its  appearanceon  cy  right  flank, 
and  commenced  a  brisk  fire  on  a  party  of  men  who  had  been  on  the 
picket  guard  the  night  before  and  were  then  in  search  of  the 
Indians  they  had  fired  upon,  some  of  whom  they  believed  had  been 
killed;  Gen.  Coffee  immediately  requested  me  to  lot  him  take  two 
hundred  men,  and  turn  their  left  flank,  which  I  accordingly  or¬ 
dered  —  but  through  some  mistake  which  I  then  did  not  observe, 
not  more  than  fifty  four  followed  him,  among  whom  were  the  old 
Volunteer  officers  —  with  these  however  ho  immediately  commenced 
an  attack  on  the  left  flank  of  the  enemy,  at  which  time  I  ordered 
200  of  the  friendly  Indians,  to  fall  in  upon  the  right  flank  of 
the  enemy,  and  cooperate  with  the  Gen*  This  order  was  promptly 
obeyed,  and  in  the  moment  of  this  execution,  what  I  expected  was 
realized,  the  enemy  had  intended  the  attack  on  the  right  as  a 
feint,  and  expecting  to  direct  all  my  attention  thither,  meant 
to  attack  me  again,  and  with  their  main  force  on  the  left  flank, 
which  they  hoped  to  find  weakened  and  in  disorder  —  they  wore 
disappointed  —  I  had  ordered  the  left  flank  to  remain  firm  to 
its  place,  and  the  moment  the  alarm  gun  was  fired  in  that  quarter, 

I  repaired  thither  and  ordered  Oaptain  Terrel,  who  composed  a 
part  of  the  reserve,  to  support  it,  tho  whole  lino  met  the  approach 
of  the  enemy  with  astonishing  intrepidity;  and  having  given  a  few 
paces,  they  forthwith  charged  him  with  great  vigor  —  the  effect 
was  immediate  and  inevitable*  The  enGty  fled  with  precipitation 
and  were  pursued  a  considerable  distance,  by  the  left  flank  and 
the  friendly  Indians,  with  a  galling  and  destructive  fire.  Col. 
CFarroll  who  ordered  the  charge,  led  on  the  pursuit,  and  Col* 

Higgins  and  his  regiment  again  distinguished  themselves* 

"In  the  moantine  Gen*  Coffee  was  contending  with  a  superior 
force  of  the  enemy.  Tho  Indians  whom  I  had  ordered  to  his  support 
hearing  the  firing  on  tho  loft  had  rotumod  there,  and  immediately 
entered  into  the  chase*  That  being  now  over,  I  forthwith  ordered 
Jim  Fife,  who  was  one  of  tho  principal  commanders  of  tho  friendly 
Indians  with  100  of  his  warriors  to  execute  my  first  order*  They 
wore  pursued  about  throo  miles,  and  forty-fivo  of  them  slain  who 
were  found*  Gen*  Coffee  was  wounded  in  the  body,  and  his  Aid-de- 
camp  A*(loxander)  Donelson  killed,  together  with  throe  others*" 

Tho  right  flank  of  General  Jackson’s  force  was  composed  of  Colonel  Perkins1 
first  regiment  during  the  action  just  described  and  tho  left  flank  was  composed 
of  Colonel  Higgins  second  regiment.  Capt  PipkinTs  company  had  one  nan,  A dward 
Tipton,  killed  and  William  Hughes  was  wounded.  Other  casualties  from  the  first 
regiment  were  James  Richards  of  Captain  John  3*  Quarlos'  company  and  Samuel  Marr 
of  Captain  George  Elliott’s  company ♦’ 

General  Jackson's  dispatch  continues i 

"Having  brought  in  and  buried  the  dead,  dressed  tho  wounded, 

I  ordered  my  camp  to  be  fortifiod,  to  bo  bettor  prepared  to  repel 
any  attaok,  which  night  be  made  in  the  night,  determined  to  commence" 

a  return 
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"ft  return  to  Port  Strother  the  following  day*,*  I  commenced 
my  return  march,  at  half  after  10  o’clock  on  the  22d,  we  was 
fortunate  enough  to  reach  Enotachopco  before  night, having  pass¬ 
ed  without  interruption  a  dangerous  defile  occassioned  by  a 
hurricane*  I  again  fortified  my  camp**.  My  expectations  of  an 
attack  in  the  morning  was  increased  by  the  signs  of  the  night 
and'  with  it  my  caution*  —  Before  I  moved  the  wounded  from  the 
interior  of  my  camp  I  had  my  front  and  rear  guards  formed,  as 
well  as  my  right  and  loft  columns,  and  moved  off  my  centre  in 
regular  order,  loading  down  a  handsono  ridgo  to  Enotachopco 
Creek,  at  a  point  which  was  clear  of  reeds,  except  immediately 
on  its  margin*  I  had  previously  issued  a  gonoral  order,  point— 
ir*g  out  the  manner  in  which  the  non  should  be  formed  in  the  event 
of  an  attack  on  the  front  or  rear,  or  on  the  flanks,  and  had  par¬ 
ticularly  cautioned  tho  officers  to  halt  and  form,  accordingly* 
the  instant  word  should  bo  given*  Tho  front  guard  had  crossed 
with  part  of  tho  flank  columns,  the  wounded  were  over,  and  the 
artillery  in  tho  act  of  entering  the  creek,  when  the  alarm  gun 
was  heard  in  tho  rear  —  I  hoard  it  without  surprise,  oven  with 
pleasure,  calculating  with  confidonco  on  tho  firmness  of  my 
troops,  from  the  mannor  in  which  I  had  soon  then  act  on  tho  22d* 

I  had  placed  Col*  Carroll  at  the  head  of  the  centre  column  of 
tho  rear  guard  —  its  right  column  was  commanded  by  Col,  Perkins, 
and  its  left  by  Col*  Stump*  Having  chosen  the  ground,  I  had 
expected  then  to  have  entirely  cut  off  tho  enemy,  by  wheeling 
the  right  and  left  columns  on  thoir  pivots,  recrossing  tho  creek 
above  and  below,  and  falling  in  upon  their  flanks  and  rear;  but 
to  my  astonishment  and  mortification  when  the  word  had  been 
given  by  Col*  Carroll  to  halt  and  form,  and  a  few  guns  had  been 
fired,  I  behold  tho  right  and  loft  oolunns  of  the  roar  guard 
precipitately  give  way* 

leaving  not  more  than  25  men,  who  being  formed  by  Col* 
Carroll,  naintainod  their  ground  as  long  as  it  was  possible  to 
maintain  it,***  There  was  thon  loft  to  ropulao,the  rear  guard 
the  artillery  company,  and  Capt  Russell’s  company  of  spies..* 

”Liout.  Armstrong,  who  commanded  tho  -artillery  company 
ordered  then  to  form  and  advance  to  tho  top  of  the  hill**.  Adnist 
a  most  galling  fire  from  the  enemy,  more  than  ten  tines  their 
number,  they  ascended  the  hill  and  naintainod  their  positions 
until  their  piece  was  hauled  up,  when  having  leveled  it,  they 
poured  upon  the  enemy  a  fire  of  grapo,  ro-loadod,  fired  again, 
charged  and  repulsed  then. 

nThe  most  deliberate  bravery  was  displayed  by  Constant 
Perkins  and  Cravin  Jackson  of  the  artillery,  acting  as  gunners*.* 

ttThe  brave  Lieut  Armstrong,  just  after  the  first  fire  of  the 
Cannon,  with  Captain  Hamilton,  of  East  Tenn. ,  Bradford  and 
M'Gavock,  all  fell  —  the  Lieut  exclaimed  as  he  lay,  brave 
fellows,  some  of  you  ray  fall,  but  you  must  save  tho  cannon. ’ 

About  this  tino,  a  number  crossed  the  creek  and  entered 
into  tho  chase.  Tho  bravo  Captain  Gordon  of  the  spios,  who  had 
rushod  fron  the  front,  endeavored  to  turn  the  left  flank  of  the 
enemy,  in  which  ho  partially  succeeded;  and  Colonel  Higgins,  Col* 
Carroll  and  Captains  Elliott  and  Pipkin,  pursued  the  enemy  for 
more  than  two  nilos;  who  flod  in  consternation,  throwing  away 
their  packs,  and  leaving  26  of  thoir  warriors  dead  on  the  field. 

This  last  defeat  was  decisive  and  we  were  no  more  disturbed  by  their 
yells*** 
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"In  tho  sevoral  engagements  our  loss  was  20  killed  and  75 
wounded,  four  of  whom  havo  since  died.  Tho  loss  of  the  oneqy 
cannot  bo  accurately  aacortair.od*  Ono  hundred  and  eighty  nine 
of  their  warriors  were  found  dead;  but  this  nust  fall  considerably 
short  of  the  number  really  killed  &  tho  wounded  can  only  bo  guossed  at. 

"*•*  Tho  enemy's  country  had  been  explored,  and  a  road  cut 
to  tho  point  whore  their  forces  will  probably  bo  concentrated  when 
they  shall  be  drawn  from  the  country  below...  the  excursion,  unless 
I  an  greatly  mistaken,  it  will  bo  found  to  havo  hastened  the  term¬ 
ination  of  tho  Crook  War  moro  effectively  than  any  measure  I  could 
have  taken  with  the  troops  then  under  my  command. •• 

/s/  ANDREW  JACKSON" 

In  the  last  engagement  at  Enotachopco  Crook,  Captain  Philip  Pipkin^  company 
which  joined  in  the  chaso  had  tho  following  woundod:  1st  Lieut  Isaac  Watkins,  2d 
Lieut  John  Domoss,  Private  Bright  M'Clolland  and  Private  David  Eakin.  David  Eakin 
later  died  from  his  wounds  (17;. 

The  force  returned  to  Fort  Strother  on  the  27th  of  January  1814,  and  on  the 
28th  of  January  General  Jackson  ordered  Colonel  Perkins  to  surrender  his  sword  and 
to  immediately  stand  trial  for*  Disobedionco  of  Orders,  Cowardice,  and  Abandoning 
his  pos t •  The  court-martial  set  two  hours  after  Colonel  Perkins  surrendered  his 
sword.  The  court  which  deliberated  on  the  28th  and  29th  of  January  was  composed  of 1 
President,  Colonel  Wm.  Y.  Higgins j  Mombors ,  Lt  Col  John  Doak,  Major  Thomas  T.  Maury, 
Major  Richard  Boyd,  Captain  George  Elliott,  Captain  William  Doak,  Captain  John 
Gordon,  Captain  —  Mitchell,  Captain  Philip  Pipkin,  Captain  —  Russell,  Captain 
Matthew  Patterson  and  Captain  John  B.  Cheatham.  Captain  Louis  Winston  was  the 
Judge  Advocato.  It  is  interesting  that  Lt  Col  Doak,  Major  Maury  and  Captains  Doak, 
Elliott,  Pipkin  and  Patterson  wero  all  members  of  Colonol  Perkins1  regiment  and  are 
also  sitting  in  judgement  on  his  actions  in  battle*  Tho  court  found  Colonol  Perkins 
Not  Guilty  of  Cowardice,  but  Guilty  of  Disobeying  a  General  '•'rder  and  of  Abandoning 
his  post,  but  stated  they  believed  ho  was  justified  in  doing  so.  On  50  January  Col. 
Perkins  was  returned  his  sword,  and  reassuned  command  of  his  regiment  (16). 

On  51  January  1814,  General  Jackson  issued  the  following  order* 

"Brigadier  Genoral  Isaac  Roberts,  will,  on  the  morning  of  the 
first  day  of  Feb  next,  take  up  tho  lino  of  march  with  Col  Nicholas 
T.  Perkins  and  Col.  Wm.  Y.  Higgins1  Regiments  of  Volunteer  gun-men, 
from  West  Tennessee,  whoso  tern  of  service  expires  in  sixty  days 
from  tho  time  they  wero  first  mustered.  You  will  march  them  by  Fort 
Deposit;  from  thence  tho  nearest  route  that  provisions  for  the  Off¬ 
icers  and  men  can  be  plentifully  obtained,  to  Fayetteville,  Tennessee  , 
when  you  reach  Fayottoville ,  you  will  please  to  havo  then  regularly 
mustered  out  of  service  and  discharged. ••  Those  bravo  men  tendered 
their  services  at  a  very  important  crisis  when  thoir  services  were 
much  wanted;  at  a  time  when  I  was  left  almost  without  men,  and  the 
Magazine  Stores  oxposed  to  tho  enemy  for  tho  want  of  men  to  protect 
then.  For  their  patriotism  they  deserve  well  of  their  country; 
they  formed  a  junction  with  me  on  the  14th  of  this  instant;  marched 
with  me  on  the  expedition  against  the  Crooks;  and  on  the  heights  of 
Enuckfaw  many  of  then  distinguished  thonsolvos  -  many  fell  and  nobly 
bled.  On  tho  return  march  at  Enotachopco,  many  of  then  again  dis¬ 
tinguished  themselves;  thoy  have  done  important  servico  to  their 
country,  thoy  merit  and  rocoive  the  thanks  of  their  Genoral.  You 
are  required  as  far  as  the  supplies  in  tho  country  will  afford,  to 
have  then  well  supplied  with  forage  as  thoir  horses  and  supplies 

for 
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8 for  themselves  on  their  return  in&feh.  After  they  are  mustered 
out  of  service*  they  will  be  entitled  to  one  days  pay  and  ration 
for  9very  20  miles,  until  they  reach  their  homes***.  C IT )•

The  roster  of  Hiilip  Pipkin’s  company  [attached  as  Appendix  A]  shows  that  the 
officers  served  from  19  December  1815  until  8  February  1814,  and  the  noncommissioned 
officers  and  privates  served  from  19  December  1815  until  20  February  1814.  The  roll 
further  states  that  the  noncommissioned  officers  and  privates  travelled  180  miles 
in  reaching  Huntsville  place  of  rendezvous  and  from  Fayetteville  place  of  muster 
out,  from  and  to  Nashville  (18).  The  privates  received  $8,00  per  month  for  their 
services  and  forty  cents  per  day  for  their  horse.  Thus  #12.00  per  month  for  a  horse 
but  only  $8.00  for  a  nan.  The  muster-roll  further  shows  that  Thomas  B«  Pipkin, 
oddest  son  of  Philip  Pipkin,  joined  the  unit  as  a  private  on  1  Feb  1814,  "20  miles 
from  Fort  Strother  on  our  return  march...1  The  men  of  Captain  Philip  Pipkin’s 
company  were  paid  for  their  sorvico  on  4  August  1814,  almost  6  months  later. 


SECTION  III  -  COLONEL  PHILIP  PIPKIN,  COMMANDING  FIRST  REGIMENT  WEST  TENNESSEE 
MILITIA  IN  SERVICE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  20  JUNE  1814,  to  27  JANUARY  1815. 

On  20  May  1814,  Governor  Y/illie  Blount  sent  the  following  order  to  Maj  Gen. 

Jackson,  commanding  Second  Division  of  Tennessee  Militia; 

"Sir;  In  compliance  with  the  requisition  of  Major  Goneral 
Thoms  Pinckney,  that  the  posts  of  Fort  Williams,  Fort  Strothor, 

Fort  Armstrong,  Fort  Ross  and  Forts  Old  and  Now  Deposit  should 

be  kept  up*.*  you  will,  without  delay,  order  out  1,000  militia 
infantry  of  the  2d  division  for  the  tern  of  six  months,  unless 
sooner  discharged •••;  or  you  may  accept  a  toner  of  service  of 
the  above  volunteer  infantry  from  the  2d  division  for  the  afore¬ 
said  tern...  Those  troops  will  be  commanded  by  an  officer  of 
the  rank  of  colonel,  and  will  bo  required  to  rendezvous  at  Fay¬ 
etteville,  on  the  20th  of  Juno  next  ..." 

/a/  WILLIE  BLOUNT  (19)" 

Upon  receipt  of  the  abovo  order.  General  Jackson  issued  the  following  invitation 

*  ...  to  relieve  the  troops  now  stationed  at  Forts  Williams, 

Strothor  and  Armstrong  on  the  Coosa  Rivor,  as  well  as  Old  and 
New  Deposit,  I  am  commanded  by  his  excellency  Governor  Blount 
to  call  from  my  division  one  thousand  men  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States  for  the  period  of  six  months,  unless  sooner 
discharged  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The 
brigade  generals  or  officers  commanding  the  4th,  5th,  6th, 
and  9th  brigados  of  the  second  division  will  forthwith  furnish 
from  their  brigados,  respectively  by  draft  or  voluntary  enlist¬ 
ment  two  hundred  men,  with  two  captains,  two  first, t*o  second 
and  two  third  lieutenants  and  two  ensigns,  well  armed  and  equipped 
for  active  service,  to  be  rendezvoused  at  Fayetteville,  Lincoln 
County,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  on  the  20th  of  June  next;  and 
then  organized  into  a  regiment,  at  which  place  the  field  officers 
and  nuster-nastar  will  be  ordered  to  meet  them..."  (20). 
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The  last  aontonco  fron  Goneral  Jaejcaon'a  Invitation,  shows  that  hia  desired 
policy  of  having  the  field  and  staff  officers  appointed  was  then  in  effect*  That 
Philip  Pipkin  volunteered  for  and  was  assigned  to  this  connand  is  borne  out  by  a 
notice  that  appeared  in  the  Clarijn  on  1  Septenber  1814* 

"NOTICE  -  is  fcareby  given  to  all  theColonela  connand ing  reginents 
in  the  second  division  of  Tennessee  nilitia,  who  have  not  served 
a  tour  of  duty,  and  whose  commissions  are  of  an  older  date  than 
that  of  Col#  Philip  Pipkin  (now  in  service)  and  who  did  not  legally 
contend  for  and  claim  their  right  to  take  the  connand  instead  of 
said  Pipkin,  and  thereby  did  suffer  their  rights  to  be  tranpled 
on  unnotioed,  that  I  shall  attend  the  rendezvous  at  Fayettevillo 
on  the  20th  Septenber  and  claim  the  command  of  the  regiment  there 
ordered  to  be  organized#  Myself  being  the  only  officer  who  com* 
tended  for  the  command  said  Pipkin  now  holds,  shall  claim  the 
command  under  the  real  impression  that  I  an  entitled  to  it#

Further  proof  of  tho  assignment  and  not  election  of  the  regimental  commander 
is  this  sentence  from  the  record  of  the  congressional  investigation  of  the  court- 
martial  which  I  will  cover  later*  ”#.#  the  Tennessee  nilitia  detailed  under  the 
orders  of  the  governor  of  that  State  issued  on  the  20th  day  of  May  1814,  and  after¬ 
wards  placed  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Philip  Pipkin#. •”( 21 )•  There 

are  other  articles  in  the  Clarion  of  this  period  which  boar  out  the  fact  that  the 

staff  and  field  officers  were  appointod  on  a  rotational  basis,  that  ieunloss  the 
order  specifically  statod  that  the  volunteers  would  havethe  privilege  of  electing 
their  officers# 

The  1,000  men  and  officers  mustered  at  Fayetteville  on  20  June  1814  as  ordered# 

The  next  six  days  were  spent  in  organizaing  a  regiment  of  9  companies  of  approximate 

ly  100  men  each,  nhking  plans  for  the  occupation  of  the  several  forts  and  requisit¬ 
ioning  and  assemblying  provisions  necessary  to  supply  this  force  of  men#  The  reg¬ 
iment  departed  Fayetteville  on  26  June#  I  do  not  have  a  confirmed  list  of  the  forts 
that  each  company  was  assigned  to  garrison,  however,  using  the  information  from  the 
remarks  column  of  the  muster-rolls  of  the  companies,  and  the  information  fron  the 
proceedings  of  the  courts-martial,  I  cone  up  with  the  time  phasing  and  probable 
location  of  each  company's  assigned  fort  (22)# 

Leaving  Huntsville  on  the  26th  of  Juno,  the  regiment  marched  through  Huntsville 
(now  Alabama),  to  DittoTs  Landing  on  the  Tennessee  River  south  of  Huntsville  and 
arrived  at  Fort  Deposit  on  tho  2d  or  Jd  of  July#  It  is  my  belief  that  Captains 
Peter  Searcy’s  and  John  Robertson’s  companies  were  left  to  garrison  Fort  Deposit# 
Colonel  Pipkin  departed  Fort  Deposit  on  the  4th  of  July  and  arrived  at  Fort  Strother 
before  7  July  (25)#  How  long  the  regiment  remained  here  I  do  not  know.  When  the 
main  force  started  south  from  Fort  Strother,  I  believe  that  2d  Major  Alexander 
Ralston  was  placed  in  connand  of  Fort  Strother,  and  that  Captains  Ebenezer  Kilpat¬ 
rick  and  Janes  Blakemore’s  companies  wore  its  garrison  troops#  The  remainder  of 
the  regiment  travelled  south  to  Fort  Williams  where  1st  Major  Jasper  Smith  was  left 
in  command  and  Captains  David  Smith  and  Henry  M.  Nowlin's  companies  formed  the 
garrison#  Colonel  Fipkin,  hie  field  and  staff  detachment  and  Captains  George  Mobane 
William  McKay,  and  John  Strother’s  companies  continued  0n  to  Fort  Jackson  and  estab¬ 
lished  the  regimental  headquarters  there  on  ^>1  July  (24)# 

In  these  days  of  supersonic  air  travel  and  highways  with  80  miles  per  hour 
speed  limits,  this  trip  of  approximately  190  miles  from  Fayetteville  to  what  is  now 

.  Montgomery 
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Montgomery,  Alabama  can  fe«  nad«  in  four  hours  by  auto  and  leea  by  air*  But  in 
1814,  this  area  was  ocoupied  by  the  Creek  Indians  and  they  were  not  all  friendly. 

It  is  relatively  easy  for  one  nan  or  a  few  nen  to  travel  25-50  niles  in  a  day, 
but  it  is  another  thing  to  nova  1,000  nen  over  100  niles  of  trails  and  over  rivers 
from  Fayetteville  to  Fort  Strother  in  approximately  10  days#  To  add  to  the  diff¬ 
iculties  is  the  necessity  of  providing  food  for  the  nen  and  forage  for  the  horses* 
One  thousand  nen  is  too  many  to  provide  for  through  foraging  parties  and  hunters* 
This  size  group  oust  be  supplied  fron  external  sourfces,  The  general  and  state 
governments  nade  contracts  with  civilian  firms  to  deliver  the  supplies  to  the  units* 
Tho  contractors,  when  possible,  used  flat  bottomod  boats  to  transport  the  supplies 
up  and  down  the  rivers,  and  this,  unf ortunatoly ,  nade  tho  delivery  of  supplies  de¬ 
pend  upon  the  weather  and  the  height  of  tho  rivers  and  creeks#  General  Jackson 
gave  the  requironents  for  a  force  of  2500  nen  and  1500  horses  as-t 

” 3uch  a  body  will  consume  10  wagon  loads  of  provisions  every 
day*  For  a  week’s  subsistence  thoy  require  a  thousand  bushels 
of  grain,  twenty  tons  of  flosh,  a  1000  gallons  of  whiskey,  and 
many  hundred  weight  of  miscellaneous  stores.”  (25) 

I  will  let  you  determine  what  you  think  the  1,000  nen  and  unknown  number  of  horses 
of  Colonel  Pipkin’s  regiment  would  consune,  but  I  am  sure  you  can  see  the  magnitude 
of  the  problem. 

Colonel  Pipkin’s  regiment  was  requisitioned  for  garrison  duty.  To  keep  tho 
troops  occupied,  tho  cormandors  of  the  several  forts  probably  put  tho  non  to  work 
repairing  the  log  walls,  removing  trees  and  underbrush  that  interfered  with  the 
vision  fron  the  port  holes  in  the  walls*  In  general  tho  regiment  probably  put  the 
forts  into  as  defensible  and  healthy  condition  as  possible. 

Fort  Jackson,  the  site  of  the  earlier  French  Fort  of  Toulouse  (about  5  miles 
north  of  the  present  town  of  J/otumpka,  Alabama)  was  at  this  time  the  headquarters 
for  General  Jackson*  Soon  after  their  arrival.  Colonel  Pipkin  and  his  troops  at 
Fort  Jackson  were  privileged  to  see  Andrew  Jackson  add  the  culminating  stroke  to 
his  defeat  of  the  Creek  Nation*  On  9  August  1814,  thirtv-eix  Chiefs  of  the  Creek 
Nation  and  General  Andrew  Jackson  (for  tho  United  State*)  signed  the  "Treaty  of 
Fort  Jackson” ,  in  which  tho  Creek  Nation  gavo  up  one  half  of  its  land  to  the  U,S, 

On  August  llth  General  Jackson  departed  Fort  Jackson  for  Mobile, 

The  inactivity  of  the  routine  of  garrison  duty  was  probably  not  very  conducive 
to  a  high  esprit  do  corps  to  these  Tennessoe  fr ontiorsnen*  A  break  in  the  monotony 
was  the  few  Indians  that  were  killed  in  tho  area  around  tho  forts  being  guarded  by 
the  first  regiment*  As  tine  began  to  grow  heavy  on  their  hands,  and  the  usual 
period  of  service  of  three  months  was  nearing  its  end,  a  group  of  men  began  to  talk 
of  the  illegality  of  being  ordered  for  six  months  service  and  some  threatened  to 
leave  at  the  end  of  throe  months  duty  (26)* 

Colonel  Pipkin  apparently  sensed  the  tenor  of  the  men  for  on  25  August  1814, 
he  issued  a  regimental  order  which,  "required  the  officers  of  all  grades,  and 
privates,  to  use  their  best  endeavor  to  suppress  any  mutiny  or  intended  mutiny, 
under  the  penalties  of  a  violation  of  the  law  of  tho  United  States"  (27),  On  4 
September,  Colonel  Pipkin  wrote  to  General  Jackson,  informing  him  that  the  troops 
were  manifesting  a  mutinous  disposition  and  had  placed  an  11  instrument"  on  tho  gate 
post  a  few  nights  before*  The  Colonol  recommended  the  establishment  of  a  General 
Court  Martial  to  try  a  soldier  then  under  charges,  in  the  hopes  that  this  would 
act  as  an  example  and  stop  any  intended  mutiny  (28)* 
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The  instrument  taekod  to  the  gate  poet  was  a  poen  in  which  tho  intentions  of 
the  author  was  very  clear.  It  read* 


"Look  below  we  are  the  Boys,  -  — . ~~ — i 

that  fear  no  noise. 

Nor  orders  that  we  hear*  — n.3ts  Llbfary  Of  North  Carolina  j 

Eighteen  days  nore  RaiSiOft

The  muster-roll  of  Captain  Ebonezer  Kilpatrick’s  company  show  that  one  nan 
was  discharged  by  Court-martial  on  14  Septenbor  1814*  It  is  further  noted  that 
Captain  Kilpatrick’s  conpany  was  located  at  Fort  Jackson  on  this  date*  Also  on  the 
14th  of  September,  there  was  an  open  denonstration  at  Fort  Jackson  by  those  that 
wanted  support  of  their  clair.s  of  serving  only  three  months* 


On  the  19th  of  September,  approximately  100  men  broke  into  the  bread  house, 
tho  bake  house  was  set  on  fire  and  cattle  were  slaughtered  and  cooked  in  prepar¬ 
ation  for  departure  on  the  next  day.  On  the  morning  of  the  20th,  following  the 
sounding  of  reveille,  approximately  180  of  the  nearly  500  men  at  Fort  Jackson  de¬ 
parted  for  Tennessee,  "yelling  and  firing  their  guns,*  (50)*  There  were  deserters 
from  the  other  posts  of  the  regiment,  and  desertion  was  not  uncommon  oven  in  the 
regular  arqy  units,  but  not  in  the  strength  that  loft  Fort  Jackson  on  20  Sept  1814* 


The  muster-rolls  and  the  proceedings  of  the  court-nartial  indicate  that  the 
probable  disposition  of  the  regiment  on  20  September  was4  [1]  At  Fort  Jacks Qji* 
Regimental  field  and  Staff;  Captain  Peter  Searcy’s  conpany,  Captain  Ebenezer  Kil¬ 
patrick*  s  conpany.  Captain  John  Strother’s  conpany.  Captain  George  Mebane’s  company, 
Lt  David  Mitlfeell’s  detachment  of  Captain  John  Robertson’s  conpany,  and  possibly 
Captain  William  McKay ’ s  oonp.any;  [2l  At  Fort  Williams t  Captain  Henry  M,  Newlin’s, 
company,  and  Captain  David  Smith’s  company;  [5]  At  Fort  Strother  1  Captain  James 
Blakemore’s  company  and  probably  the  remainder  of  Captain  John  Robertson’s  company.

I’m  sure  you  can  visualize  tho  extremely  difficult  position  that  Colonel  Pipkin 
and  his  officers  found  themselves,  in  the  days  preceeding  and  the  day  of  the  mutiny 
and  desertion*  The  men  who  deserted  wore  friends  and  neighbors,  and  in  some  cases 
were  even  kinfolk*  But  tho  militia  in  tho  service  of  tho  Unitod  States  was  subject 
to  the  Rules  and  Articles  of  War*  The  7th  Article  authorized  a  death  penalty  or, 
"such  other  punishment  as  by  a  court-martial  shall  be  inflicted”,  for  mutiny  or  in¬ 
citing  to  mutiny*  Article  8,  authorized  a  similar  penalty  where  any  officer  or 
soldier,  "does  not  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to  suppress  a  mutiny,  or  coning  to  the 
knowledge  of  an  intended  mutiny  does  not  without  delay  give  information  thereof  to 
his  commanding  officer.”  (52)*  In  accordance  with  the  8th  article  Colonel  Pipkin 
and  his  officers  were  duty  bound,  under  possible  penalty  of  death  to  stop  ary  mutiny 
if  at  all  possible*  The  proceedings  of  the  court-nartial  bring  out  the  efforts  of 
the  officers  and  noncommissioned  officers  to  stop  the  mutiny,  but  the  fact  is  that 
the  nan  did  leave. 

Colonel  Pipkin  sent  tho  names  and  the  county  from  which  the  men  were  from  to 

all  Tennessee  papers  and  offered  a  -$10  reward  for  their  detention  or  return*  The 

order  was  later  givbn  that  the  men  be  returned  to  their  assigned  posts  or  to  Fort 

Jackson*  Some  of  the  men  enlisted  in  other  units,  some  returned  on  their  own  and 

others  were  returned  under  arrest.  Tho  muster-rolls  show  that  tho  men  began  return¬ 
ing  at  the  and  of  one  week,  and  by  the  end  of  one  month  97  had  returned,  by  2  Nov 
166  men  had  returned  (55)* 
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Tho  regiment  was  assembled  at  Fort  Jackoon  and  departed  11  November  for  tho 
Fort  iiorco  and  Fort  Montgomery  areas.  On  27  November  the  rogir.ent  was  ordored  to 
Mobile  for  tho  trial  of  tho  alleged  deserters  and  mutineers*  Tho  court-nartial  con¬ 
vened  on  the  5th  of  Decenbor  and  consisted  of:  President,  Lt  Col  ister  rerkins; 
Members,  Major  V/illian  C«  Smart,  Captain  Janes  Blacknore,  Captain  William  McKay, 
and  Lt  Janes  Boyd;  Supernunories  Lt  Daniel  Mitchell  and  Ensign  Thonas  H.  Williams* 
Apparently  different  clerks  spoiled  tho  nanea  as  they  sounded  to  the  clerk*  I  find 
McKay  also  spelled  Mackay  and  Blnkenoro  as  Blacknore*  So  I  believe  that  the  members 
of  the  court-nartial  were  all  assigned  to  tho  first  regiment  except  tho  president 
and  Major  Smart.  However  all  were  officers  of  the  Tennessee  militia  (55)* 

Tho  court  martial  was  adjourned  on  18  December  and  the  proceedings  were  for¬ 
warded  to  General  ^ackson,  now  at  New  Orleans  for  approval  of  tho  findings.  General 
Jackson  approved  the  findings  of  tho  court  on  28  January  1815.  Tho  findings  were: 
six  men  were  sentenced  to  be  shot;  tho  two  officers  wore  sentenced  to  be  dismissed 
from  the  service  and  prohibited  fron  holding  commissions  again  and  one  had  his 
saber  broken  over  his  head;  the  remainder  of  tho  205  tried  received  lessor  sentences 
of  making  up  the  lost  time  at  1/5  to  1/2  of  their  pay  and  at  the  expiration  of  their 
service  to  have  half  of  their  heads  shaved  and  drummed  out  of  camp  (22)* 

With  tho  trial  over  and  their  six  months  of  service  expired,  the  regiment  de¬ 
parted  Mobile  on  20-21  Elecombor  1814  and  started  tho  return  march  to  Nashville.  The 
regiment  was  mustered  out  of  service  at  Nashville  on  27  January  1815.  Tho  names  of 
the  men  assigned  to  the  several  companies  of  this  regiment,  as  taken  from  the  muster 
rolls  is  attached  as  Appendices  H  through  P,  In  some  instances  three  rolls  of  the 
companies  have  been  read  and  whore  tho  names  differ  in  spoiling,  I  have  put  the 
variance  in  parenthesis* 


SECTION  IV  -  PHILIP  PITKIN'S  LATER  MILITI^  SERVICE 

What  and  when  Philip  iipkin's  next  military  service  was,  I  do  not  know,  J.  T. 
Scharf's  sketch  of  him  says,  "a  colonel  under  Gen.  Jackson  in  the  Creek  and  Seminole 
Wars"  (5$)*  The  inscription  on  Colonel  ripkin’s  tombstone  reads,  "Colonel  Philip 
ripkin  -  He  was  an  officer  under  General  Jackson  in  the  War  of  1812  and  performed 
services  in  tho  Seminole  War11.  This  tombstone  was  oroctod  by  his  daughter  Francos 
Elizabeth  ripkin  tong,  who  should  havo  known  if  he  sorvod  during  tho  Seminole  War 
or  not.  The  Tennessee  Stato  Library  and  Archives  informs  mo  that,  "In  a  newspaper 
listing  of  generals  and  field  officers  from  Tennesseo  who  served  during  tho  War  of 
1812  and  subsequent  Indian  Wars  that  Philip  ripkin  was  listod  ns  Colonel  Commanding 
the  1st  West  Tenncssoo  Volunteers  in  the  Seminole  or  1st  Florida  War*  Tho  newspaper 
item  was  said  to  have  boon  compiled  and  printed  by  order  of  Governor  James  D,  Porter" 

I  frankly  do  not  know  what  service  rhilip  Pipkin  had  during  the  Seminole  War. 
Genoral  Jackson  took  a  number  of  his  old  officers  with  him,  and  Colonol  ripkin  was 
dofinatoly  one  of  his  old  officers.  I  plan  to  keep  searching  for  this  proof  so  that 
I  can  complete  his  military  sorvico  record. 

Thus  ends  cy  story  of  the  military  sorvico  of  Philip  Pipkin.  Ho  was  a  true 
representative  of  that  brood  of  early  frontiersmen,  who  woro  always  ready  to  shoulder 
arms  and  volunteer  to  sorvo  their  country.

according  to  law  declares 4  that  she  is  the  widow  of  Philip  Pipkin  senior  deceased

N.  F.  Perkins,  whose  services  commenced  on  the  14th  day  of  December  1815 ,  on  an 
Expedition  against  the  Creek  Indians  under  the  command  of  Maj*  General  Andrew 
Jackson:  that  hor  said  husband  wa§  olocted  Captain  on  or  about  the  14th  day  of 
December  1815>  and  continued  in  actual  service  in  said  war  for  the  term  of  one 
month  and  twenty  throo  days,  and  was  honorably  discharged  at  Fayottovillo ,  Y/ost 
Tonnosseo  on  the  8th  of  February  A.  D.  1814,  as  will  appear  by  his  signed  cer¬ 
tificate  of  discharge  horowith  prcsontod.  She  also  states  that  hor  husband  was 
elected  Col.  of  the  first  Rogimcnt  of  Tenncssoe  Militia  in  tho  service  of  the 
United  States,  from  tho  20th  Juno  A*  D*  1814  when  mustered  into  the  service  to 
tho  20th  Docembor  1814*  Commanded  by  Maj.  General  Andrew  Jackson  in  tho  war  with 
th6  Crook  Nation.  He  was  oloctod  Col.  at  Nashvillo,  Tonnosseo,  and  continuod  in 
actual  sorvico  in  said  war  for  tho  term  of  six  months,  and  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  at  Fort  Jackson  on  tho  19th  of  Docembor  1814  as  will  appear  by  his 
muster  rolls  horowith  presented.  His  discharge  was  lost  or  dostroyod  at  tho  time 
of  his  death  among  many  other  papers.  She  furthor  statos  that  she  was  married 
to  the  said  Philip  Pipkin  in  Davidson  County  Tennessee  on  the  10th  day  of  October 
A.  D.  1810,  by  one  Robert  Johnson  an  acting  Justico  of  tho  Peace  and  that  her 
name  before  hor  said  marriage  was  Susan  Morris,  that  hor  said  marriage  was  not  to 
hor  knowledge  made  a  matter  of  rocord  either  public  or  private,  that  if  there  is 
such  rocord  the  same  cannot  bo  procured.  That  her  said  husband  died  in  tho  County 
of St.  Louis  in  the  State  of  Missouri  on  the  10th  day  of  August  1841  and  that  she 
is  still  a  widow*  She  makes  this  declaration  for  tho  purpose  of  obtaining  the 
Bounty  Land  to  which  she  nay  bo  entitled,  under  tho  act  passed  September  28th  1850.

Fort  Jackson  4th  September  1814 


Majr  Gonl  Jackson 

Sir : 

I  an  sorry  to  inforn  you  that  fron  several  circunstancos, 
the  troops  under  ny  command  are  manifesting  a  mutinous  disposition,  which  thoy 
ovqjd^nced  a  few  nights  since  by  putting  up  on  the  gate  post  an  instrument 
which  I  now  encloso  you* 

I  also  enclose  you  a  copy  of  charges  exhibited  against  David  Hunt  a  private 
in  Capt  Mebano's  company.  Understand ing  that  the  law  requires  a  General  Court 
Martial  in  capital  cases,  would  thoroforo  wish  you  to  convene  one  as  soon  as 
possible,  hoping  that  an  early  example  may  have  the  desired  effect  of  preventing 
a  farther  progross  of  mutiny. 

In  my  last  I  named  I  should  send  a  Scout  aftor  Mollon  and  the  prophot  his 
nephew;  they  have  returned  and  said  that  the  others  must  have  loft  their  plan¬ 
tations  for  sometime  past  fron  the  appearances  of  their  crops  which  they  had 
destroyed. 

No  news  of  importance;  -  Majr  l/arron  received  a  letter  yesterday  fron  the 
Military  Storekeeper  at  Decatur,  which  he  sends  you. 

By  Es-po-co— ko-hanjah  (who  accompanied  Majr  Hickman  from  this  place)  you 
will  learn  that  two  Indians  havo  boon  killed  in  the  vicinity  of  this  plaoe  by 
the  friendly  party:  since  which  tine  others  havo  boon  killed  40  or  50  miles 
above  this  place. 

Our  provisions  havo  becomo  so  scarco  as  to  compel  the  contractor  to  give 
only  flour  rations  to  the  Indians,  having  at  present  only  12  days  rations  of 
meat  for  the  troops  stationed  hero.

Maj  Genl  A  Jackson  has  requested  ne  to  forward  you  lists  of  the  names  of  all 
those  deserters  from  the  regiment  under  my  command,  which  I  enclose  you  together 
with  the  places  of  their  residence  as  well  as  the  names  of  those  that  have  been 
brought  back,  and  those  returned  so  as  to  save  unnecessary  trouble..* 

General  Jackson  is  moving  toward  Mobile  all  the  forces  that  can  be  spared 
from  the  different  posts  occupied  in  the  Indian  Hation.  The  new  raised  regiment 
from  West  Tennessee  together  with  Capt  Butlor’s  company  of  regulars  left  this 
place  yesterday  for  Fort  Claiborne.  I  stand  under  marching  orders  so  soon  as 
relieved  by  the  battalion  from  West  Tennessee  who  will  occupy  the  different  gar— 
risons  kept  up  by  the  troops  under  my  command  —  The  Indians  who  were  of  the  hostile 
party  have  become  suspicious  and  abscounding  we  know  not  where  but  suppose  to 
join  the  enemy.
